Worry, as medical men know, can 
actually induce Organic disease. And 
even when it does not, it can devour 
energy and undermine health and 
shorten life. Yet worry is quite cur- 
able. 

A. J. Cronin, noted doctor-writer. 
offers in the May Reader's Digest a 


prescription for avoiding “Private 
Enemy Number One," which is 
worry. 


By learning to control our thought 
processes We can put worry in its 
place. In setting out to achieve this 
control We should rid ourselves at 
once of the false notion that worry 
is a peculiarity of the weak and the 
failures. Worry can be a sign of po- 
tential strength, proof that a man 
wants to succeed in his career 
Many men Whose names are im- 
mortal have been instinctive wor- 
riers, but they have learned how to 
deal with worry. 

Cronin suggests: “Make a list of 
your worries. When they are down 
on paper you realize how many of 
them are vague and futile. An esti- 
mate would run about as follows: 
things that never happen, 40 per 
cent; things that can't be changed 
30 per cent; needless health worries, 
10 per cent; real legitimate worries. 
eight per cent ... What we dread 
rarely comes to pass 

Financial worries constitute a 
great part of all anxiety. The Digest 
article says that there is one Way to 
solve them — by following Thoreau's 
classic exhortation; “Simplify.” By 
living more simply. by cutting out 
certain luxuries, we may rid our- 
selves of many distracting worries. 

For self-pity, too, the article sees 
one answer; “Instead of seeing our- 
selves as the centre of existence, we 
must turn our thoughts towards 
others and come thus to realize our 
true place as members of a family, 
community, nation.” 

But the finest antidote to worry 
is work, Reader's Digest contends. 
As Henry Ward Beecher said: “Work 
is healthy; you can hardly put more 
upon a Man than he can _ bear. 
Worry is the rust upon the blade.”

FIRST CROP REPORT 


The first of the season’s crop re- 
ports issued by the Alberta Wheat 
Pool states that there are indica- 
tions the province's wheat acreage 
may be down about 5 per cent this 
year from the 6,340,000 acres seeded 
to that grain last year. Acreage un- 
der oats may be up 2 per cent from 
the 2,357,000 figure of 1953 and bar- 
ley acreage may be up 1 per cent 
from the 3,489,000 acreage seeded 
last year. These are tentative esti- 
mates as lateness in seeding may 
bring about a further decline in 
wheat acreage, 

The Wheat Pool reports that at 
May 1 there Was only a small am- 
ount of wheat seeded at the odd spot 
in Southern Alberta. Even with the 
most favorable weather little seeding 
will be possible before next week. 
Over the pasi 20 years an average of 
19 per cent of the wheat crop has 
been sown by April 30. However, the 
fact that seeding this year is much 
later than usual should not cause 
alarm since over the years there 
seems to be little, if any, relation- 
ship between the time of seeding and 
the yield. 

The supply of moisture in summer- 
fallow is generally good while in 
stubble topsoil moisture is fairly good 
and sub-soil moisture only fair. The 
snow of recent weeks and rain have 
added considerably to top-soil mois- 
ture,

Grasses Suitable For Lawns: R. H. 
Knowles, horticulturist with the de- 
partment of plant science, Univer- 
Sity of Alberta, is in charge of the 
tests of grasses suitable for lawns. 

It is not so much a matter of in- 
troducing new grasses, as trying to 
find out more about the grasses we 
have, Mr. Knowles advises. But 
some recent introductions are re- 
ceiving attention. One of them is 
Merion blue grass. This strain of 
Kentucky blue, developed in Phila- 
delphia, is doing well here. It pro- 
vided a dense turf, has good texture, 
can be mown quite short, and stands 
up Well from early spring to fall. 
Seed is expensive and difficult to 
obtain at present. but there are signs 
that Merion blue grass may eventu- 
ally replace the common Kentucky 
blue on Alberta lawns, 

In the meantime, Kentucky blue 
grass and creeping red fescue make 
up the standard mixture for this 
area. Used at the rate of one lb 
Kentucky blue to 4 lbs. creeping red 
fescue for 1000 square feet, this mix- 
ture provides an attractive lawn 
where water can be applied when 
needed. 

Creeping red fescue is also suit- 
able for shady spots, but Kentucky 
blue is not. For shaded areas, the 
Kentucky blue grass might be re- | 
placed with rough-stalked — blue 
| grass, For this purpose, 1 lb. rough- 
| Stalked blue grass to 4 lbs. creeping
